Automatic Spring Back 


A chair can neither be comfortable nor inviting 
that does not conform in its every line to the body 
it is to support. . 


With the Marlborough Chair the back gan be 
adjusted to any inclination from horizontal to flat and 
can be done by the user while on the chair.
